DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-5, 14-19, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Hurlimann et al. (US 2002/0105326). Hurlimann et al discloses the same 
invention as claimed: A logging apparatus comprising: A logging tool that is movable 
through a borehole (see paragraph 0010); and a processor coupled to the logging tool, 
the processor being programmed with instructions which, when executed by the 
processor, perform the steps of: Perform a plurality of nuclear magnetic resonance 
measurements on the system of nuclear spins (see paragraph 0024, CPMG). Acquire 
nuclear magnetic resonance data from each pf the plurality of nuclear magnetic 
resonance measurements (see paragraph 0047, for example); compute a multi- 
dimensional dataset from an inversion process performed on the nuclear magnetic 
resonance data that is independent of prior knowledge of the region (see eq. (14); 
paragraphs 0056-58, for example); compressing data (paragraph 0053); singular value 
decomposition (see paragraph 0069). Although specific columns, figures, reference

numerals, lines of the reference(s), etc. have been referred to, Applicant should 
consider the entire applied prior art reference(s). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131 . 

Claims 6-13 and 20-27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
